On the 3rd March, 1982, information was received that the 
of Chhabiram dacoit waa present on the border of 
Stations Bam a ha I and Ghiror. In order to wipe of the 
dacoits from that area, the Police launched an operation. As 
the Deputy Siipdt. of Police, Mainpurl, moved towards village 
Khiriya, an encounter with the gang began. In the mean¬ 
time. Shri Karam Vir Singh, Senior Siipdt. of Police, reached 
village Takha, Police Station Giror, with a platoon of PAC, 
and rushed towards Nawatara in order to checkmate the plan 
of the ftiang to cross the Ghiror-Karhal road. The Inspector 
of Police, Mainpuri, alongwith one and a half sections of 
PAC personnel was stationed in Nagla, Banjaran to prevent 
the gang from crossing the area. Shri Karam Vir Singh, 
Senior Sundt. of Police, alongwith the Deputy Supdt. of 
Police and one and a half sectiona of PAC personnel pro¬ 
ceeded towards village Ata Harena to take positions in the 
nearby fields. The sound of gun fire confirmed that the gang 
WQ^ moving towards that area.

The gang tried to move towards village Ata and forced 
its way across the road towards village Rathera but Shri 
Karam Vir Singh and his nartv provided a stifi resistance to 
the gang. The gang w\ns finally trapped in the river bed of 
Sengar. At the darkness approached, the gang made a des- 
perat hid to breakthrough but their escape was foiled. The

Naik lagpal Singh of 2Rth Bn., PAC, was in the forefront of 
action kind had been in continuous contact with the gang dur¬ 
ing the course of the day.
